TELLS OF THE PART TAKEN
BY THE U. S. NAVY IN
BIG AFFAIR
NO INDIRECTNESS
The Policy of the Navy Is To

Deal With Diplomatic Ques-
tions Without Evasion

(By Associnted Press)

New Port, R, I, July id.—How the
nation's foreign policy often hangs
upon the aetlon and discretlon of a
naval officer commanding a warship
in a far-away port, was discussed by
Scecertary Danlels here today ot the
opening of the Naval War Collegéd ses-
slon. He pletured the duties of the
naval offlcer in the role of diplomat,
recalled incidents in which command-
ers of American war ships in forelgn
ports had opened new  chaplers in
American history, and urged officers
at the College and Marine oflicers to
train  themseclves In International
law nnd the !angunges in preparation
for rueh emergencivs.

“The Navy, in the technical sense,”
said the Secretary, “must leave to the
Department of State the gettlement
of International palicies, and properly
£0. Bat, in the practieal operations of
policies aflecting other nations, the
uction of the youngest naval officer
commanding the smallest vessel In o
forelgn nort might determine the ac-
tion of our government, independent
of the po ies which the trained di-
plomats .might have planned. In
many quiet ports, the first Amerlcan
geen is an officer of the Navy. In
surveylng, in exploration, in protect-
lon of Amerleans, but is often called
to places where no consul or other
government officlal has gone. To
those people he incarnates the Ameri-
can government.
